There still stands on the Hackensack 
river, in New Jersey, after weuthering 
the poylitical and atmospheric storms of 
nearly (wo centuries, a fine specimen 
of the homestends built by the éarly 
Dutch settlers in America’ It whs for- 
ty years old when the.

PRINTING ADVANCES, TOO 

Office help costs 50° per cent 
more than five yearsago, living 
has advanced 25 to 50 per cent 
in the same time. Eggs were 
sold at 8 to 12 cents, butter 12 
to 20 cents, chickens 25 to 50c¢ a 
pair, potatoes 15 to 20c a bushel, 
apples 75c to $1.25a barrel, beef 
from 6 to 12c a pound. Servant 
girls received $4 to $7 a month 
and sv on. Now citizens have 
to pay about double thes: prices 
and in some instances more. 
The reasonable solution to this 
condition is that higher prices 
might be charged for what we 
have to sell. In the publishing 
and printing business we sell 
three things—papers, advertis- 
ing space and printing. Whole- 
sale paper dealers have all noti- 
fied customers of advance in 
prices, so ordinarily _ weekly 
newspapers cannot longer be 
profitably published «at one 
dollar a year. This has long 
been known to publishers them- 
selves and some of them have 
advanced the subscription price 
to $1.25 and $1.50 a year. Ad- 
vertising space must also be 
charged at higher rates, It ac- 
tually costs as much to/set the 
type and look after the adver- 
tising in many papers as they 
receive for the space. We have 
already raised rates this year 
but from the way expense of 
labor and paper are advancing 
now, further increase in rates 
must be made to do business at 
a living profit. Printing is the 
productof skilled labor and cost- 
ly stock, and as both have ma- 
terially increased the printer's 
prices must go up correspond- 
ingly. No one is so small as to 
expect another person to work

NOW STATIONED. AT 
COLEMAN 


Will be Moved to Differ- 
ent Points in the Pass 
for Demonstration 


The mine rescue car, the only one 
owned by the government and the 
only rescue car in Carada west of 
Nova Scotia, came up from Blairmore 
yesterday afternoon and was shunted 
on the Calgary Brewing company’s 
spur track. The cay is handsomely 
fitted up, contains six koerths, superin- 
tendent’s office, kitchacn, toilet, wish 
and bath vooms. 

The car is equipped with eleven 
large vescue apparatars of the Proto 
type and six of the Salvator type. 
The Proto isknown as the two hour 
apparatus, bat is ew sily good for four 
hours. The Salvat or, good for one 
hour, will be used p wincipally for con- 
veying entombed men out 
mines.
